Such is the 
situation, and it would be Judicrous were 
it not for the importance of the interests. 
involved. It is abundantly clear that 
the Allies hold at present the. trump 
card; but they have made so many 
mistikes that it is By ne means: -clear 
that they are prejnrcd - to take advan- 
tage of it. The tye at Hsianfu have 
Jearacd fiom rough experience that that city 
of refuge"has not proved an Yilysium, and 
would gladly after their wanderings find 
themselves .back again in the Forbidden 
City at Peking ; that, however, is a privilege 
worth paying for, asd it remains for the 
Allies to name their terms.
